Secretary, Addressing 
World Chamber of Com- 
merce, Says Better Busi- 
ness Will Follow Depres- 
sion. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.—(4)— 
Secretary Mellon named the preserva- 
tion of present standards of living to- 
day as the base on which the world 
must work toward restoration of busi- 
ness. 

His views threw an unexpected ele- 
ment into the deliberations of the In- 


ternational Chamber of Commerce, 
coming as they did at a time when 
American tariff and war debt policies 
were getting notice. 

The plenary sessions of the cham- 
ber had heard some complaints 
against the Hawley-Smoot act as a 


deterrent to trade, as well as sugges- | 
, pay- | 
ments to this country would alleviate | 


tions that relaxation on debt 
the depression. 


The treasury secretary, speaking at 


'a luncheon by the American Bankers 


Association to foreign bankers attend- 
ing the international meeting, em- 
phasized the importance of purchas- 
ing power to trade and how the stand- 
ard of living in this country affeeted 
its purchases from abroad. 

“That standard of living must be 
preserved at all costs,” he said, “and 
certainly the present is no time to 
undertake drastic and doubtful experi- 
ments which may even conceivably re- 
sult in breaking down the standard 
of living to which we have become 


accustomed. 


“What we must strive for is to im- 
prove the standard both here and in 
other countries as conditions warrant. 
In fact, the ultimate solution of the 
world’s difficulties would seem to lie

~ BANK PAYMENTS 


Manley Chain Litigation 
Brings Ruling on Liqui- 
dation of Institutions. 


A minimum of 16 per cent will be 
paid to seven institutions involved 
in the W. D. Manley crash in 1926, 


under an order signed by Judge E. 
E. Pomeroy, of the Fulton superior 
court. This order, which is directed 
to A. B. Mobley, state superintendent 
of banks, temporarily ends litigation 
in this long«<lrawn-out case. 

. Had all the banks of the chain been 
liquidated as a whole depositors would 
have received 25 1-2 per cent, it was 
shown by an auditor's report consider- 
ed by the judge. Under the plan 
of liquidation by individual banks, 
which was at first tried out, there was 
wide disparity in the amounts paid by 
the separate banks, one giving its de- 
positors as high as 7h per cent while 
others returned no dividends at all. 
Under Judge Pomeroy’s ruling each 
bank in the chain will pay at least 
16 per cent. This amount was pail 
by the Bank of Baxley before the 
state banking department again took 
liquidation of the chain into its own 
hands, 

Seven Banks Involved. 

The seven banks which have receiv- 
ed under the 16 per cent paid to the 
Bank of Baxley were located at Bron- 
wood, Douglasville, Maysville, Vidalia, 
Chatsworth, Omega and Bowdon, Su- 
nn ggrenagla Mobley explained that he 
iopes to bring the payments to de- 
positors of these institutions up to the 
16 per cent out of assets which have 
been under the department's control 
plus assets which revert to the de- 
partment as a result of Judge Pom- 
eroy's order. 

When the crash came in 1916, 17 
of the 20 institutions entered an agree- 
ment by which their local directors, 
through trustees approved by the bank- 
ing department. would carry on liqui- 
dation. Three banks, however, Chats- 
worth, Mansfield and Omega, declined 
to enter into the agreement and liti- 
gation ensued. 

(ne of the banks, Winder, paid de- 
positors 75 per cent aiter the 
failure of the chain. ‘Three others, 
Midville, Greensboro and Cordele, paid 
Hh) per cent. Under a liquidation of 
consolidated assets, the auditor found, 
all the institutions would have receiv- 
ed 251-2 per cent and the Pomeroy 
order directs that payment to those 
who have received less be made on a 
ro rata basis until liquidation has 
een completed, 

Payments Announced.

Negro Sentenced in Rich- 
mond County Court for 
Old Crime. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., May 5.—(4)—The 
last man to face legal hanging in 
Georgia, Arthur Meyers, negro, today 
was sentenced to die on the Richmond 
county gallows June 12. 

Meyers was convicted of the fatal 
shooting of Robert F. McGann, Geor- 
gia railroad special officer, in 1924 
and sentenced to diz. It was before 
electrocution was substituted for 
hanging as the method of capital pun- 
ishment in the state. 

His case has been in court for three 
years and recently was dismissed by 
the United States supreme court. He 
was resentenced today. 

Willie Green, convicted of the mur- 
der of Son Adams, negro, was re- 
sentenced to the electric chair here 
today.

Customs Official 
Suspended After 


Shortage in Liquor 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 5,—(4)— 
Taylor Hodnett, chief boarding offi- 
cer for the customs service here, has 
been suspended pending the institution 
of charges, it was announced today 
by M. ©. Dunning, collector of the 
port. Although the action resulted 
incidentally from an_ investigation 
into a shortage of 376 sacks of seized 
liquors which had been stored in the 
customs house, the boarding officer's 
suspension was not attributed to the 
shortage, said Mr. Dunning. 

In connection with the investiga- 
tion, one man, Curtis Deal, has been 
placed in jail and a warrant sworn 
out for another. Special investiga- 
tors from Washington are aiding lo- 
cal officers in the probe into the dis- 
appearance of the contraband. 

The shortage was discovered several 
weeks ago when United States deputy 
marshals destroyed the liquor cargo 
of the British motor yacht Nedava. 
The cargo had consisted of 1.274 
sacks of six quarts each, but the re- 
port of the marshals showed only 
SOS sacks, 

The liquor had been stored in the 
customs house since last August, when 
it was transferred there following the 
seizure of the Nedava by coast guard 
patrol boat No. 2092, . The capture 
was made in Chatham county waters. 
The rum craft was subsequently li- 
beled by the government and sold for 
$300. 

The total discrepancy between the 
cargo reported transferred from the 
vessel and that destroyed by the mar- 
shals amounted to 2,256 quarts, hav- 
value it is estimated of be- 
tween $6,500 and $7,500. All confis- 
cated liquors are stored on the 
ground floor of the customs house and 
then destroyed under order of the 
court.

SPARTA, Ga., May 5.—Resolutions 
asking that Bishop James F. Cannon. 
Jr., resign from the bishopric of the

conference of the Sparta Methodist 
church. The resolutions also demand 
that a second investigation of charges 
against Bishop Cannon, Wrought by 
four pastors of the church, be held, 


declaring that the first hearing con- 
ducted by Bishop W. N. Ainsworth 
and 12 presiding elders violated the 
law of the church by permitting Bish- 
op Cannon to appear before the cum- 
mittee of investigation. 

It is set forth that the Sparta 
church believes further tenure of the 
bishopric by Bishop Cannon “will se- 
rivusly lower the prestige and hinder 
the progress of” the church. 

Protest is likewise voiced against 
an editorial in the May issue of the 
Missionary Voice’ styling those who 
brought charges against Bishop Can- 
non “tradueers,” and a retraction

Her first husband was Robert 
Dooley, with whom she lived in Mis- 
souri. He and his brother, Edward 
Dooley, died under mysterious condi- 
tions. The husband’s body was dis- 
interred and brought to Idaho for 
her trial for the death of Edward 
M. Myer, the fourth husband. 

All evidence of the causes of death 
of her former husbands was reviewed 
jn the trial in Twin Falls 10 years 
ago, but was finally stricken from 
the records. The other alleged vic- 
tims were William Gordon McHavvie 
and Harlan C. Lewis, of Billings, 
Mont., second and third husbands, 
respectively.

Will you kindly ‘let me know 
who is the authori.- for your states 
My friends claim that the 
mictoscope reveals the existence of 
capillaries .as- you-ecan see the blood 
flowing through them.” 

Well, my dear. Alice, your friends 
may have a much better -miscroscope 
than mine. Mine is just an ordinary 
clinical ‘scope with the usual assort- 
ment of eye pieces and ‘a triple fe- 
yolving nozzle or business end so that 
you can change from low power to 
medium and finally to high power oil- 
immersion with a twist of the wrist. 
You can see the blood  corpuscl® 
slinking. through the capillaries in a 
frog's mesentery or web, and you can 
see divers and sundry microbes with 
my scope, but you can’t see capil- 
laries, for the reuson that no such 
vessels exist. By the way, I’m sick 
and tired of u my ‘scope, because 
every little thing I see with it some- 
body else has discovered long before, 
so what's the use? I'll bladly give it 
to the first deserving medical student 
that needs one. 

In the old-time books one finds 
drawings of ¢apillary. vessels, to be 
sure. No one can photograph or even 
demonstrate an isolated capillary ves- 
sel, however. 

Capillaries are hypothetical vessels 
or tubes. In reality they are merely 
spaces between the connective tissue 
cells, Clear away the connective tis- 
sue cells around the capillaries and 
you have precisely nothing left. 

Through these spaces or channels 
between the connective tissue cells 
which bind and support the function- 
ing tissues of the body, the blood 
s¢eps, as water seeps through a 
sponge. 

The term “eapiliarvy” is commonly 
applied to the arteriole or venale, 
which is a very small artery or vein, 
a distinct tube which may be isolated 
and photographed or observed under 
the miscroscope. 

But it ‘is really a mistake to 
imagine you have seen a capillary, for 
all you can see is the space where you 
imagine the capillary must be. Capil- 
lary “vessels” are ghost vessels.

It was a good fight The Con- 
stitution made and The Telegraph 
congratulates its contemporary 
upon having won the award, but 
at the same tinie, certain obser- 
vations seem necessary. 

For a great many years the 
corruption of some of Atlanta's 
city hall officials has been anh 
open secret in the state. The 
“city hall crowd” has been talk- 
el among legislators: it has been 
talked among outside firms who 
did business in Atlanta. It was 
known all over the state by those 
who keep up with civic affairs 
at all that Atlanta's sovernment 
was rotten to the core. Why no 
Atlanta newspaper did anything 
or said anything about it before 
has been a source of wonder to 
other newspapermen of the state 
who regard themselves as unoffi- 
cial and voluntaty guardians: of 
public welfare. By that. we mean 
that since newspapers are in 
close contact with public affairs 
and since all the things that go 
on, official, unofficial, in the open 
and on the sly, are generally re- 
ported to them, they owe the pub- 
lic the duty to be honest in their 
news accounts and straightfor- 
ward and vigorous in their edi- 
torials. 

The Telegraph does not impugn 
the honesty of the Atlanta news- 
papers, but. it does deplore their 
apparent Jack of interest in 
things that are going on about 
them ; their reticence to he 
Straightforward and fearless in 
what they say. Had they been 
aS vigorous as they might have 
heen, the condition of public af- 
fairs in Atlanta would never hare 
got to the state in which it was 
necessary to conviet a great num- 
her of publie officiale to clean 
up the situation. With the res- 
ervation of that observation. we 
congratulate The Constitution 
whole-heartedly.
